Defense attorney Allen Tanner 
said Maturino Resendiz had been 
unfairly tricked into surrender- 
ing on the Texas side of the .bor- 
der so he could be eligiUe for the 
death penalty, which Mexico 
does not impose.

Absentee voting, which started two 
weeks ago, ended at die cnuniiuu.so 
Monday, Fon said. 

Mailed-in ballots will still be 
checked today and can be dropped 
off until 8 p.m.. Fort said. 

“We check the mail several times 
through the day and ju.st before 8 
pm. and people can deliver it back to 
the courthouse,” Fort said. 

The county will even help bring 
ballots to these who can't mt^c it to 
the courthouse. Fort said. . 

“If someone is incapacitated, - 
injured or sick, the county will bring 
a ballot to their home,” Fort .said. 

Local voter ttimout has been dis- 
mal over the past few ypars. 

In 1996’s general election, the 
turnout was only 14 percent — or 
4,200 of the county’s roughly 30,000 
registered voters.'”^ 

In 1998, the turnout total w-as a lit- 
tle better - 27 percent, with 8,100 
votes cast. 

County officials have encouraged 
residents to vote - but the county 
does not have the money to do a full- 
scale voting promotion. Fort said. 

“W^ve promoted voter registra- 
rion at the county fair and in high 
school government classes,” Fort 
said 

Absentee ballots in other counties 
were also coming in Monday.

NEW ^’ORK (AP) - Hopes that 
Viagra would do for women what 
it does for men were doused in 
the first big study of the impo- 
, icnce drug in women, according 
to a study paid for by the dnig^' - 
manufacturer. 

The study findings, being pre- 
sented Tut^ay at (he American 
College of Obstetrics & 
Gynecology mccring in San 
Francisco, confirmed smaller pre- 
liminary tests that also showed 
that the pill did not hdp women 
with sexual dysfunctions, such as 
difficulty getting aroused. 

Viagra, the first pill to treat 
impotence was on instant spla^ 
in 1998 when it was approved in

Here are some tips for folks

For starters, let's tndde a few 
of the most pervasive PC myths. 
The first (and worst ofiendtf) is 
the myth that processor q>eed is 
the most important factor in a 
computer's p^ormance. 

This is simply not true. A 1 , 

GHz processor won’t help you I 
surf the Net or mind your I 
finances any faster. For most ‘ 
home users, processor speed 
makes a noticeable difference 
until it reaches about 500 MHz; 
after that the processor ceases to 
play a significant role, except 
maybe in graphics-heavy games. 
Even with games though, perfor- 
mance depends heavily on the 
quality of the graphics card in 
your PC. 

What will affect your comput- 
er’s performance mightily is 
memory. More memory allows 
you to open applications faster 
and CO run more applications at 
once; plus, with more memory 
the Internet experience seems 
crisper. If you want to q;teed a 
computer that already has a 
decent processor, bes^ focus on 
loading it up with memory - 128 
MB if you use a lot of software. 
(Memory should not be confused 
with hard disk space, which 
determines how many files your 
computer can hold.) 

Then, there’s Internet access. 
Most people choose to pay 
' Internet semce providers suCT as 
America Online, EarthUnk'or 
MSN about $22 per month for 
unlimited access. By doing that, 
they get a more structured 
— Internot-cxparienca — Instant- - 
messaging, scheduled chats, 
online even^ etc. 

But if you want to be a rene- 
gade, you can get the Internet 
from a free ISP. Several compa- 
nies offer online access at no 
charge, often to 

make users view targeted'adver-- 
dsements. i 

There are several downsides to 
free services. There’s less of a 
sense of online communiQfL cus- 
tomer service ten^ not to ^ as 
responsive, and the ISP might 
occasionally send automatic info 
ware updates designed to enonn^

Hairston, 23, of Grand 
Junction, Colo., was convicted 
and condemned 33 years ago in 
the January 1996 shooting draths 
of William “Duke” and Dalma 
Fuhrimon, both 72, during a rob- 
bery of the Fuhriman’s rural 
Downey farmhouse in southeast- 
ern Idaho. 

Sixth District Judge Peter 
McDermott colled Hairston a 
coldblooded, pitiless killer who 
got a rush from shooting people 
and would kill again if given the 
chance. 

Richard Klipfel, 31, also from 
Grand Junction, agreed to icsdfy 
against Hairston and in return 
was sentenced to 20 years to life 
for his role in the slayui^ 
Authorities said the robbery 
netted Hairston and Klipf^ $^, 
a credit card and a saxophone. 

' Hairston also was convicted of 
robbery and sentenced to life in 
prison without possibility of 
parole for that crime, lea^ng 
him incarcerated imtil his death 
regardless of the outcome of 
appeals in the death sentence 
case.

TMn Falls Khwanls raises 
money with recycling 

TWIN FALLS - Elmer Hogerty, 
Twin Falls Kiwanis Club 
Recycling program chairman, 
reported results of the dub,s recy- 
;cling program from November 
1978 through March 2000. The 
club reports that 12,458,463 
pounds of newspaper, 106,367 
pounds of aluminum cans, 2^30 
pounds of computer paper, 6^842 
pounds of cardboara,-478,906 
pounds of glass and 92,166 
pounds of plastic were collected. 
Through this program, more than 
$123,000 in funds were generated 
for community projects in Twin 
Falls, primarily those for youth. 

The dub maintains a series of 
recycling bins staged at most 
■ shopping areas throughout Twin 
Falls and sponsors a computer 
recycling program in partnership 
with the Solvation Army of Twin 
Falls. This has also generated 
several thousands of dollars over 
the past two years for the Twin 
Falls Kiwanis Foimdation. These 
funds ore also used for local youth 
and community projects, the dub 
says.
